HOW THE POPULAR LITTLE MESSAGE 


BEARERS ARE PUT UP. 


JUdncin* Bag* to Card* and Then Print- 


Ing Them—A tittle Town When This 
II Done—Imment* Increase IB the De- 
mand for Poatal Card*. 


American postal card* made thair appear- 


ance In May, 1873, since which time the sale 
hat grown so rapidlj that over 1,000,000,000 
have now to be manufactured every year. 


Ten miles below this city, on the east bank 


of the Hudson river, is Castleton, a pretty 
little country village, overlooking the river. 
In a ravine, back of the hill on which the 
village stands, is a cluster of brick buildings. 
In these buildings are manufactured all the 
postal cards used by the government, and 
from here they are sent to every city, village 
and hamlet in the United State*, to be used 
by the public and sent by them to all parts 
of the civilized globe, 


THK LITTIJt BAJLBOAD. 


During the year 1888, considerably over a 


billion cards wore turned out and sent over 
the country. For each thousand of these lit- 
tle missives the government pays fifty-four 
cent*, and for them it receives the sum of $10. 
In the little ravine are five buildings. The 
factory where the postals are made is a long 
one story structure, about three times as long 
as it is wide. In this building all the cards 
are printed and cut from the sheets, counted 
by machinery, put up in packages of twenty- 
five each and packed in pasteboard boxes 
ready for shipment. A large fire proof vault, 
built expressly and holding 20,000,000 cards, 
which are always kept in reserve, is located 
in this building. In the south room is the ' 
government office, where is located the chief 
clerk and nine assistants, who are kept con- 
stantly busy recording the requisitions from 
postmasters and the time of filling them. 


The machinery used in making tho postal 


cards 13 the usual kind of paper making ma- 
chinery, and there are kept constantly in 
motion three washing engines, four beaters 
and two sets of rollers. One set is used en- 
tirely for postal card work, and one for the 
finer grade of book paper work for the gov- 
ernment. Each day from four to seven tons 
of rags are used, besides a large quantity of 
wood pulp. The postal cards are made al- 
most entirely from rags. The rags are car- 
ried from Castleton on the smallest railroad 
in the United States. It is a little single 
track road connecting with the Hudson River 
railroad, and it runs around the hills to the 
mill. One locomotive, one passenger car and 
a postal car constitute the equipment of the 
miniature road. The cars are but little larger 
than street cars. No operators or station 
agents are required to manage its affairs, 
and no fares are charged passengers or 
freight rates collected. The little train starts 
from Castleton, or tha mills, whenever there 
are shipments or passengers to go, and re- 
turns when any one in authority gives tha 
word. It is only a half mile from Castleton 
to the mills, but nearly all the operatives 
ride, as they do not care to walk where they 
have a special train at their disposal. 


FROM BAGS TO CARDS. 


This little train of cars ca Ties away daily 


from tho works two oar loads of printed 
postal cards, all of which are brought to this 
city and thence distributed, according to the 
destination marked upon them, all over the 
country, in every postoffice over which Un- 
oleSamhas jurisdiction. To load a car re- 
quire* between 3,000,000 and 3,000,000 of the 
little cards, according to how they are pack- 
ed. Three million card* make a large load, 
as a box containing £5,000 cards weighs 163 
pounds. A thousand cards weigh about 5% 
pounds, or, to be more exact, 1,000,000 eardi 
weigh 5,235 pounds. 


Climbing up the hill to the largest building 


one can easily follow the process by which 
postal carda are made. In a back room of 
the building can be seen a dozen girls whose 
tola duty is to sort the rags that come in 
from the collectors. The girls cut off all 
buttons and buckles on discarded garments 
and sort the rags into pile* according to 
quality. The sorted rags are put into huge 
chopping machines, which cut them into 
small pieces. It then whin's them into a dust 
machine, where they are shaken and cleaned. 
From this point they pass through a succes- 
sion of baths in chloride of lime and various 
other bleaching and cleansing chemicals, 
with occasional visit* to vats and trips 
through roller* with sharp knives on them. 


After passing through the different pro- 


cesses the rugs come out in a fine white pulp 
as thin as flour paste. This is shaken over 
wire to get the water out, and 10 then put 
through a score or more of roller* and a glue 
bath, after which it is rolled out into postal 
card paper. At the end of the long rolls that 
have been squeezing the paper down and put- 
ting the gloss on it, are the knives used for 
cutting, and the long sheet passing through 
it is either cut into sheet* four postal card] 
wide to be put into the huge automatic presses 
or into sheets 21x30% inches. In the big room 
of the postal card null are about a dozen men 
and two dozen women, four large presses, 
four cutters and one sxtra large cutter. The 
sheets are taken to the press, where they ore 
given the feeders, who on the Campbell 
presses feeU torty-one sheet* a minute, or 
1,760 
postal cards. The cards are printed 


from steel plates so hard that a file could not 
make an impression oa them. Each one it 
printed from a separata plate, and eighty 
plates are locked in the bed of the press. All 
thn plate* are sent from Washington, undone 
•st of plate* in continual use lasts about two 
years. The feeder* are women of experience, 
and they receive forty-one and a half cent* 
(or feeding 100,000 cards, and can feed about 
600,000 a day. 


Th* iheots are next taken to the cutters, 


from which they arc turned out in single 
card*. Three girl* take the card* of each 
feeder. One counts twenty-five in each pack- 
age, and the other two put on the paper 
binders. After they leave this room they are 
put up in packages, counted out in packages 
of twenty and put into the pasteboard boxes, 
which by contract must be muslin bound. 
Five girl* put the muslin binding on the 
boxes, receiving for the work fifteen cent* 
per 100 boxes. The boxa* when filled are put 
into cases ready for shipment. No order for 
less than 500 cards i* filled. Orders for 10,- 
000 or more are packed in wooden uses, the 
largeet single case holding 35,000 cards. 


A new machine has recently been put in to 


work on postal cards that will increase the 
rat* of printing them and decrease the num- 
ber of employes. Two of the machines are 
Bow in operation. They print from continu 
on* roll* at the rate of 900 per minute. A 
let of knives cut* them off and they drop into 
little cells; a set of steel fingers turn the 
package over. After each twenty-five cards 
have dropped into a cell, the finger* twine a 
bemd about the package and carry it back to 
the packing room, where the girlj put them 
Into boxes.—Albany (N. T.) Cor. St Louis 
Globe-Democrat.

Noble Unselfishness. 


On the 27th of December, 1885, 016 of th* 


American line of steamer*, tho Lord Gough, 
while on its way from Liverpool t« Philadel- 
phia, sighted a Gloucester fishing schooner 
in distress. The wind was blowing a gala, 
and the schooner, almost disabled, and with 
three or four of her crew already washed 
into tha ocean, tcai flying the signal for help. 


Capt. Hughes of the steamship saw the 


fearful peril which a rescuing party must en- 
counter, but his call for a volunteer was 
promptly answered by the mate and a crew 
of brave men, and preparations were made 
for the desperate trip. To the astonishment 
of all, while the boat waa being lowered, the 
flag of distress on the schooner's mast wa* 
hauled down. 


Perplexed at this movement, the hardy 


rescuers hesitated; but it was finally decided 
that the boat should go. With great difficul- 
ty the schooner was reached, and on her deck 
were found twelve men utterly without hope 
except from outside aid. It wa* necessary to 
make two trips, and the bold sailors of the 
Lord Gough took half the suffering men and 
toiled through tha wild waters to their own 
ship, and returned as soon a* possible for the 
others. 


When all wore safe on the steamer Capt 


Hughes asked the schooner's master, Capt 
George W. Pendleton, why he had lowered 
the distress flag. The reply was: 


"We saw that you were preparing to make 


an effort to save us, but we caw, also, that it 
was a sea in which it wa* very doubtful 
whether a boat would live. I (aid then to 
my men: 'Shall we let those brave fellows 
risk their lives to eava oursf and they an- 
swered 'Nol' 
Then I hauled down tha 


flag." 


The story Is a noble one on both side*. 


Tho men on the schooner were worth saving, 
at all hazard; and the men on the steamer 
were worthy to sa^e them.—Cincinnati En- 
quirer, 


A Moorish Cup «f Tea. 


When a party of guests enter the house or 


the tent of a rich Moor one of the near rela- 
tives of the hoet is charged with ths duty ot 
making tea. He squats in one corner, hav- 
ing on either eide of him a large server or 
platter. Upon one of these server* is a cum- 
ber «f cups, and upon the other a sugar bowl, 
a box of tea, a pile of fragrant menthe 
leaves, a copper apparatus for heating wa- 
ter and a tea urn. The teamaker sets the 
water to boiling with a little fuel, and then 
pours the boiling water Into his tea urn, 
quickly adding to it some tea and some sugar, 
and allows the compound to steep a few mo- 
ment*. Then he pours out a cup of th* tea 
and tastes it, smacks his lips, sniffs the odoi 
of the liquid, and draw* a deep breath—aU 
with an air which says, "I am going to get 
this tea Just right" 


The chances are that be does not find the 


compound to his taste at the first attempt, 
for he pours the tea in his cup back into thi 
tea urn, adds a little sugar or a little tea, and 
pours out another eup for a second test Thi* 
process goes on, the teamaker tasting his tea 
and pouring it back again, until he gets it 
ust to his mind. Then the guests are called, 
and if any one of them does not finish his 
cup, he is expected to pour it back into the 
urn, for it is the custom in Morocco to take 
hree cups in succession, and the te"a making 
la* to be begun over again. The first of th« 
hree caps offered is plain tea with sugar, 
and the two succeeding cups are perfumed 
with monthe or vervin*. In preparing these 
successive kinds of tea, the cups go back to 
he teamaker, and change hand* at the next 
serving without any washing. — Montreal 
Star. 


A Queer Phenomenon. 


Capt Thompson, of the schooner Challen- 


ger, has in his possession a little black earth- 
mware jar which wa* taken, with valuable 
lewelry, from the tomb of one of the Peru- 
vian Incas near Pisaqua. No tinted pottery 
'a made by modern Peruvians, and it is esti- 
mated that tbi* jar was made in the time oi 
Cortez. The captain also secured one of the 
Inca's teeth. He visited the battlefield ol 
Tarapaca, where the Chilians and Peruvians 
met Nov. 17,1879, and the Peruvians, after 
losing 4,000 men, were forced to retreat, leav- 
ing their dead unburied. 


'In any other country," said the captain, 


"these unburied corpse* would have been re- 
duced in a few weeks to skeleton* by wild 
ynimala or the element*, but for over 100 mile* 
on either side of the battle ground there is 
not a spear of grass. There are, consequent- 
ly, no wild miirnah, and the bodies remained 
undisturbed by them. The toil, too, is strongly 
impregnated with nitrate of soda, and this, in 
connection with the hot, dry atmosphere, has 
converted men and horses into perfect mum- 
mies. Been on a bright moonlight night, as 1 
first saw it, the battle appear* a* it fought 
but a day or two ago, the colon of the uni- 
form* being still bright, and the cteel of their 
weapons untarnished. Inspection by day- 
light, and a curious phenomenon is ebserved. 
The hair of the bodies of the men has grown 
since death to a length of from two to four 
feet, and the tail* ot the cavalry horse* are 
DOW so long that, if alive, they would trail 
far behind on the ground."—San Francisco 
Cor. St Lout* Globe-Democrat

Iowa Demands It and Politicians Will 


Wisely Obey— The Favorite Son. 


DBS MOINES, la , Dec. C. —The question 


ofan election of a United States Senator to 
succeed Allison is attracting more attention 
even outside the State than within it, prob- 
ably lor the reason that outside the im- 
pression prevails that he is in danger of de- 
feat. No suih impression exists in the 
minds of Republicans hero, who are best 
informed on the situation. By common 
consent he v;os the accepted candidate of 
the party during the campaign. If the Be- 
publicans 
had 
secured a 
majority of 


twenty-five in the next Legislature tio one 
would have thought of raising a question 
as to his re-tlection. They have a major- 
ity of six and there is no good reason why 
the EJtuation should bo changed on that 
account. Every Republican member who 
was elected this year, if not instructed by 
his county to vote for Allison, was at least 
made aware of the general party desire that 
be do so. The Republican hold-over Sen- 
ators also recognize the general de=ire of 
the party for Allison's re-election, and 
probably without exception will vole for 
him.

The privileges granted by the Con- 
stitution o£ the United States and the Fed- 
eral statutes, which give homes to honest- 
intentioced settlers, were regarded as of 
no advantage to anyone. Now the bonest- 
intentioned settler can have everything.

out to a funeral than to a show, The 
origin of large funerals there evidently 
was in the fact that nine cat of ten per- 
sons who die in Virginia are members of 
either the Miners' or Mechanics' Union, 
or both. It is one cf the first principles 
of these organizations to properly bury 
deceased members, and EO welt do they 
live up to it that it is no nnusual sight to 
see 100 carriages in a miner's funeral cor- 
tege. While thia practice is a laudable 
one aa showing respeot to a dead com- 
rade, it puts money into the pockets of 
liverymen which might much better be 
given the family of the dead man. The 
Comstock miners, with their nsnal good 
sense, are beginning to realize that fact, 
and to 83t upon it. The following, from 
the Sacramento Bee, is the right kind of 
talk on the subject: 


Af Virginia City recently a miner named 


Grantville was killed. The funeral cor- 
tege was unusually large, and was headed 
by a large delegation of workmen and 
miners on foot. All the employes of the 
Gould & Carry and Best <fc Belcher mines 
were included in the latter, and they will 
donate to deceased's widow what would 
have been the cost of carriages hud they 
not attended on foot. This is one of the 
most sensible ideas that we have seen. 
The generality of funerals nowadays are 
burlesques. They cannot help the dead 
any, and they frequently plunge the living 
into debt. The example of the Virginia 
Ciiy miners should be generally followed.
